— Abbott Regional Technical High School in Danbury; St. 
Gabriel Elementary School in Milford; Flanders Elementary School in East Lyme; and 
Camp Jewell YMCA in Colebrook. Awards were made after the applicants responded to 
a competitive request for proposal. The composters will be arriving at the schools/camp 
during the summer and are required to be in operation no later than January 15, 
2001. Recipients have guaranteed that there would be an adult project 
coordinator to oversee food scrap collection and composting, and have also 
agreed to continue operation and maintenance of the composters for a 
minimum of three years, after which time the composters will become the 
property of the school.
